Dies Whatlocuer, ot what condition oz nature ſoeuer, (hall at any time oztimes hereafter, bee 
bought, oz impoꝛted, into any of Our Realineso2 Domtutons,02 any Hauen, Pozt,o2Creeke 
of the ſame, in any Ship Wottome, oꝛ Ueſſell of, oꝛ belonging to the French King, 02 any his 
Dubtects,vntill Our pleaſure ſhall be otherwiſe publiſhed and made knowen to the contrary : 
And if any perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, (hall pꝛeſume to offend oꝛ tranſgreſſe Our Com- 
mandement and Royall pleaſure herein, that then all ſuch goods and Merchandtze. to whomſo- 
euer the ſame ſhall belong, halbe foꝛfeited and confiſcated vato Us, and as foꝛfeited ſhal bee ſeiʒed 
and conuerted to Our vle: aud heereof wee will that all Dur louing Subiects, and all others 
whom it may toncerne, doe take notice at their perill, and to that end Wee doe hereby ſtraitip 
charge and commaund, aſwell Dur high Admirall of England, and all and cuery the officers of 
Dur Adniraltp, as alſo all and ſingular Our Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers and voap⸗ 
ters in all and euerp the Pozts, Hauens and Creckes of this Pur Realme of England, Domi⸗ 
nion of Wales, and Towne of Berwickc, that they and euery of them in the ſenerall places of 
theirſeucrall authoꝛities, take ſpetialltare to ſee this Pur Royall pteaſure and Commaunde⸗ 
ment put in due execution, as they tender Our pleaſure and will auoyd the contraryat their
